cannot be definitely determined until otber 
points have been examised.

average. Of 300 counties reporting spring 
wheat, 103 are above average, 115 average, 
and 168 below average. The average of win- 
ter wheat is somewhat increased. The 
average of spring wheat is very largely in- 
creased, and especially ia the Northwest, 
The usual promising indications of the crop of 
1873 are at least equal to those of June, 1872, 
when the department estimated the prospec- 
tive yield at 22,000,000 bushels, Subsequent 
conditions of the grotwh raised the first 
estimate of ‘the year. Insect ravages, how- 
ever, are reported in the spring wheat, iadi- 
catiog serions loss in some localities. 

Nasuvitcs, Juae 25.—There were 25 deaths 
from cholera to-day, of which 14 were white 
persens.

Loxponx, June 26.—A dispatch from the 
steamsbip Great Eastera says, ‘‘ we hope to 
be at Heart’s Content on Saturday ; up to 
Wedoesday, noon, fifieen hundred and thirty- 
five nautical miles of cable were payed out.” 

Tbe Trish papers contain particulars of a 
terrible riot at a fire in Dublin, on the night 
ofthe 7th Jane. About eleven o'clock a fire 
broke out at Kelly’s lumber yard and store, 
in Thomas street, one of the most densely 
populated parts of the city. Withio an bour 
after the fire commenced, from twenty to 
thirty thousand persons bad assembled inthe 
neighborhood, their object being the pluoder 
of houses. Soon after the arrival of the fire 
éngine, the principal water pipe burst, when 
the mob tore the hose from the bydrant, aod 
which they smasbed. Captain Ingraham 
thea.bad the street turn up, aed a street en- 
gine putin, which worked in waste water 
from the main. The fire spread, but the po- 
lice were powerless to maintain order ; the 
mob tore open the roof of the house of Ma- 
honey, a wine merchant, and pillaged dozens 
of cases ot their contents. Policemen were 
stqned, and some of them completely dis- 
abled ; several priests who tried to check the 
disorder, were beaten by the mob, and the 
windows of their chapels smashed. Four 
companies of infantry with dragoons were 
called out, and at length restored order. 
Three firemen and several soldiers were se- 
riously wounded ; several of the rioters were 
disabled, and many badly weanded.
